of the first Bishop of Uttle Rock, 
Ark., the Right Rev. Andrew 
Byrne. Trainrd In a lonK rxperlence 
In niigsionary llfi' iitidor the great 
Bishop Knuland. he was a man of 
Haintly bfarliiR, majestic mien and 
noble presence; a gtant In atature 
but kind and frank In manner and 
Bimpllcity peraontfiad; anequalled 
as an oratpr and In his time by far 
the best speaker In Arkansas; just 
the man to conquer prejudice and 
win universal respect. Beloved of 
Ood and man, bis memory is still 
held In henedletlon. 

He was born In Navan, Ireland. 
December 6. 1802, and atndied an* 
<ler the celebrated Father Bngene 
O'Reilly. When elfthteen years of 
a(te he volunteered to accompany 
Bishop Knsland to I'harleston and 
he lontinuid his studies under that 
great prelate, who ordained him NO' 
vember 11, ltS7, and trataad him tu 
he work of a mlaalonary la North 
and South Carolina until lltS. Then 
we find him in New York aa paator 
of .St. James" and the Nativity, and 
it was he who in 184 3 transformed 
the old Carroll Hall into St An- 
drew's church, naailag It tor bis 
patron saint. 

It vaa HMO that he waa aalaatad 
as the flrat Bishop of Uttle Roek, 
and with the Right Rev. WllUam 
Quarter, flr«t Bishop of Chicago, and 
the Right Rev. John McCloskey, 
first Bishop of Albany and later the 
first American Cardinal, he was 
consecrated by Bishop Hughes in old 
St. Patrick's Cathedral on March 10, 
1844. 

The dioeeaa of Uttle Roek waa 

' >:tahllshed November 28. 184:). rom- 
. rising tlie Stste of Arkansas, the 
I'herokee and the Choctaw nations 
in the then ill-defined Indian Terri- 
tory and parts of the Xioulslana Pur- 
chase. Though the country bad 
been visited by such mlsatonarlea aa 
Bishop Oubourg, Bishop Rosatt and 
the priests of the Congregation of 
the Mission from the "Barrens," In 
Missouri, as well as by Father 
Rloliard Bole. Bishop Byrne found 
few prieHiB, srarce a dozen Catholic 
families in Little Hock and only 700 
Catholics in his entire diooaia. 

He brought vlth Um Vathera 
Corry, of Albany, and Francis 
O'Donohoe, of Troy, and later he ae- 
rured the aervlces of Father Hoar 
and Father John O'RoiUy, also 
Fathers Patrick O'Reilly and John 
Bahan from Maynooth and Father 
Martin from All Hallows, the latter 
three of whom he ordained himself. 
He purchased groand and built an 
Imposing frame Cathedral at Uttle 
Rock and modest structures in va- 
rious parts of the diocese. But he 
felt the great need of teachers and 
on February 6. 1851, he welcomed 
a band of Sisters of Mercy from 
Naas, Ireland, and Installed them In 
his own house next to the Cathedral. 

They were Mother M. Tereea 
O'Farrell. Sisters M. Agnes Oreen, 
M, de Sales O'Keefe and M. Stanla- 
hiiiH Farrell. with eight postulants 
who liac! salliMl from Ireland In the 
ship John O'Toole with 300 eml- 
granta. Tkay opaead a sehool, which 
had at onoe thirly-flve pupils, mostly 
non->Catho1lra. Bishop Byrne then 
bought an abandoned Protestant 
r'hiirc'h and transformed It Into St. 
Marv'H Ai ademy and It was soon 
filled. He also eetabllshed a con- 
vent of the Biatera In Port Smith on 
the border, of tha tndlaa Territory 
OB greaad ttat had beae the head- 
qeartara of Oea. laehary Taylor dar^ 
Ing the ICeilean war. Thla waa da- 
stroyed by fire December >, IITB, 
but waa rebuilt on a larger scale. He 
also estahllahed the Slaters at 
Helena, where he purchased the fine 
eetate of Col. BIseoe and there St. 
Catherine's Academy waa opeaed. 

Bnt tha war of the rebellion came 
and Arkaaaaa was devastated. Teara 
of unbroken toll had undermined the 
Blabop's rugged oonstitution and be 
waa ordered to Helena for the bene- 
fit of his health. He went there In 
February. 18(t, and lived In a cot- 
tage in the convent gardea vatO 
June 10, whaa he eiplred and hie 
body laid at iMl In the coaveat 
cemetery. ViMaa It remained for 
nineteen years and until his sue- 
ceaaor, Bishop Fitzgerald, had It 
removed with befitting ceremony to 
a rryot under the veatlbala ef tha 
new Cathedral la NoTeMhar. Itll.—
